The consumer, however, pays these tax­ 
es without knowing It— and then wonders 
why the weekly pay check does not stretch 
further. 
The need for

forms. In the United States It 
has

ment. In Great Britain it is parliam entary,

W ith the downfall of the 
Romanoffs 
practically the last vestige of

Italy and 
Russia first proclaimed

isms. The outcome will decide whether we 
shall preserve our democratic 
ideals 
or 
they w ill be overwhelmed in a sea of total­ 
itarianism . Eventually Fascism and Nast- 
lsm will clash with Sovietism. Perhaps the

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

W ashington — Recent callers 
at 
the 
White House and Hyde P ark have come 
away from the President deeply impressed 
by his political militancy, and by the am az­ 
ingly detaailed knowledge he has of local 
affairs and politicians. 
Only apparent effect of the reverses of 
the purge campaign has been to intensify 
his determ ination to houseclean the Demo- 
cratic party of Old Guard elementa. 
In a buoyant and zestful spirit, wholly 
w ithout rancor or vindictiveness, he told 
visitors that the real struggle has 
only 
begun and th at the fight against the tories 
and their office-holding henchmen will be 
pressed with unabating vigor. 
“These prim ary conteata served a very 
useful purpose, the President said to one 
friend, “they drew the line clear-cut and 
unm istakable. 
We now know our friends 
and we know our enemies and we 
can 
act accordingly." 
Judging from hints he dropped, action 
will not be long delayed. 
High-placed lo­ 
cal federal officials, who fought the W hite 
House in the prim ary scraps, will shortly 
find them selves out on the street. 
Roose­ 
velt Indicated he knew this m eant bitter 
w ar with the anti-New Deal Senate bloc, 
but he was going through w ith the purge 
ust the same. 
And he showed clearly th a t 
he 
knew 
; uat whom to axe 
and why. 
Time 
and 
again he floored visitors by th e m inuteness 
of his knowledge of local affairs. 
Gover­ 
nor Ed Rivers blinked In am azem ent when 
the President told him some things that 
happened In the Georgia scrap which Riv­ 
ers thought arere secret. 
A Midwestern leader, recommending

friend for a local post now held 
by

A dm inistration foe, was startled by this 
acutely accurate rem ark: 
"H e 
is 
all 
right, but a little unstable. 
I

It 
would be wiser to name someone else.” 
And when Representative Dick Welch pf 
San Francisco walked in, 
the 
President 
said, "Congratulations, Dick, on 
winning 
both the Republican and Democratic nom­ 
inations.” 
There wasn’t another person in W ash­ 
ington who knew that. 
Mayor LaGuardta was giving one of his 
campaign speeches. Suddenly 
word 
was 
passed out th at he wanted to see Ernest 
Cuneo, brilliant young New York attorney. 
No one knew where Cuneo was, but with 
the aid of the grapevine telegraph which 
sometimes locates New York 
politicians, 
he was found in Harlem. 
So Cuneo, a 250-pound ex-professional 
football atar, rushed to the 
LaGuardia 
meeting, 
He arrived out of breath, 
but 
with chest expanded th at the Mayor should 
want him. 
“ Ernest./’ coommanded the Little Flow­ 
er,” stand beside th at fire 
alarm 
and 
don’t let anyone pull it. We can’t let this 
crowd walk out on us tonight.” 
State Departm ent mail has been piling 
up as a result of the Munich 
agreem ent, 
and gives a significant 
cross-section 
of 
American public opinion. 
Almost universally, the letter 
w riters 
have told Cordell Hull that Chamberlain 
sold out the democracies when he bowed 
to H itler at Munich.

Colonel Lindbergh has been telling this 
one about his m eeting with Field M arshal 
Goerlng during one of the Colonel’s visits 
to Germany. 
Lindbergh always has been royally re­ 
ceived in Germany, and on this occasion 
Goerlng staged a special exhibition featur­ 
ing his pet lion cub. 
The Nazi air min­ 
ister, one of the vainest members of the 
H itler entourage, is especially proud of 
his prowess in tam ing this lion cub, and 
was dressed for the ceremony in spotless 
white. 
He wore white gloves, white boots, 
white trousers and white tunic. 
Across 
his chest was a row of war medals, only 
touch of color in the snow white ensemble. 
Goerlng carefully lined up his fellow of­ 
ficers in fan-shape formation between him­ 
self and the lion’s cage. 
The line of offi­ 
cers converged at a point where Goerlng 
sat, white and resplendent. 
Only he and 
Lindbergh were perm itted to sit. 
Even 
Mrs. Lindbergh remained standing. 
At the proper signal, the lion’s cage was 
opened, and the cub came bounding 
out, 
taking his place, as trained, upon Goer- 
Ing’s knee. 
Everything went as expected, 
except 
that the cub was far more nervous than 
anyone present, and behaved 
aa 
young 
animala and children sometimes do when 
frightened. 
The Nazi W ar M inister leaped to 
his 
feet and retired in confusion,

white 
uniform ruined.

GROUND BROKEN 


Governor Murphy Speaks 
at Celebration Held 
In Newberry 


Newberry. Oct. 17—Gov. Frank 
Murphy, heading a large delegation 
of state officials, spoke here today 
at the celebration of the ground 
breaking ceremonies of the million 
dollar addition to the Newberry 
State hospital. Opening his address 
with a tribute to Dr. E. H. Camp­ 
bell, who. he said had done a good 
Job under great difflciulties. the 
governor, speaking from a grand­ 
stand near the site of the new’ con­ 
struction. stated that the lack of 
security brought to the people the 
problems Indicated by the thirteen 
hundred patients. The test of good 
government is tho manner In which 
it cares for its unfortunates. “I can 
balance the budjet by not caring 
for these people.’’ he stated and 
gave credit to the state legislature.

It is axiomatic, though 
some­ 
thing 
woefully 
forgotten, 
that 
every public “right'' carries with 
it a reciprocal responsibility. Free 
speech is a “right" that can only 
continue to exist inside the frame­ 
work of a certain philosophy 
of 
government and society. 
It is considered, inside our own 
philosophy, as having a 
definite 
social purpose, that of a means of 
presenting grievances, seeking re­ 
dress. publicly presenting a 
case 
for change, even for 
revolution, 
enlightening the public mind, and 
thus furthering justice. 
Its 
first 
responsibility is a 
moral responsibility— in fact, 
the 
whole foundation of “democracy" 
is a moral foundation. That moral 
responsibility involves the 
silent 
assumption— democracy 
is 
built 
on a thousand silent assumptions 
— that the free speaker will 
not 
willfully misrepresent facts. 
The 
willful misrepresentation of facts 
Is a willful abuse of the right of 
free speech. 
Mr. Strachey. did not enter the 
United States, but 
In 
his 
talk 
with the Immigration authorities, 
he willfully misrepresented facts. 
Mr. Strachey’s 
definition 
of 
a 
“communist” is his 
own 
defini­ 
tion, and that of the Communist 
party, and it is almost as untrue 
as it is possible for a definition to 
Ms. 
For It Is a conscious tactic 
of 
the Communist party to use as its 
“front men,” people who are not 
members of the Party, in 
order 
that they should be able to make 
precisely the statement that 
Mr. 
Strachey made to 
the 
im migra­ 
tion authorities. 
Mr. Strachey is 
an 
educated 
gentleman, from a family of em i­ 
nent English intellectuals, and he 
is particularly useful in 
present­ 
ing the case for Communism to 
“ bourgeoise" 
audiences. 
It 
is 
therefore very much better strat­ 
egy for him not to be, officially, 
a “Communist.’* 
But Mr. Strachey follows 
the 
“Party Line” with the 
strictest 
fidelity, and is in every real sense 
a member of the party.

He took four straight 
rounds before Bellolse set him back 
on his heels with a series of darting 
left hooks. 


For a while foxy Bellolse had the 
flght in hand. 
He peppered the 
winner with lefts and rights, rushed 
him to the ropes and almost closed 
Archibald’s left eye. 
The eleventh was the turning 
point. 
Bellolse caught Archibald 
with his Sunday punch twice but 
each time Joey shook it off and 
waded in for more. 
Toward the 
end he had Bellolse moving away 
before terrific lefts to the belly and 
ribs. 
Tired and bloody, the new cham­ 
pion brought the crowd shrieking 
to 
its 
feet in the last two. 
He 
bulled Bellolse across the ring hit­ 
ting him with short vicious chops 
to the body.

pected when a crowd sees a play 
start with a man In motion. 
So 
many things can happen. 
The man In motion should not 
be confused with backfield In mo­ 
tion. The latter is an Infraction 
of the rules 
whereby 
a 
back 
moves from bls completed shift 
position before 
the 
one-second 
time limit Is up. 
One man Is allowed to be 
in 
motion before the ball is snapped, 
provided he is headed directly or 
obliguely toward his own 
goal 
line, and is at least five 
yards 
back of scrimmage when the ball 
Is centered. 
Any back, or either end, 
may 
start the play, but lf the 
latter 


is involved, the wingback on the 
opposite side must, step into 
the 
line before the ball Is snapped, in 
order to insure seven men being 
on scrimmage. 
A man in motion always pre­ 
sents a problem for the defense. 
Often he merely Is wasted on the 
play and does nothing more than 
canter out toward the sidelines to 
draw 
an 
important 
defensive 
player from the path of the 
ac­ 
tual play. 
Whether run from a single 
or 
double wing formation the man in 
motion can do several things. 
As 
already stated he can act as a de­ 
coy; he can lead the interference; 
he can cut in to take a lateral;

The rules num ber 20 and the 
final one reads. "N ever draw the 
gun from the holster unless you 
intend to use it.”
